New Pamphlet 


Against Prejudice is Issued 


NEW YORK (NJP)—An im- 
portant new weapon in the fight 
against prejudice was_ issued 
this week under the aegis of the 
Anti-Defamtation League of 
B'nai Brith in the report, 
“What we Know About ‘Race’” 
by Ashley Montagu, noted an- 
thropologist. 


The report is part of the 
ADL’s One Nation Library ser- 
ies of pamphlets for young 
adults. 


The pamphlet asserted that 
“of all non-white ethnic groups, 
the American Negro has been 
most subjected to intelligence 
tests, and it is among American 
Negroes that some of the high- 
est intelligence scores ever re- 
corded have been achieved .. .” 


It went on to declare that,” 
“High intelligence is not the 
monopoly of any One ethnic 
group. What is often the mon- 
opoly of one ethnic group is the 
control of opportunity in such 
a manner as to. afford its bene- 
fits to its own group while ex- 
cluding other groups from en.- 
joying them. Under such con- 
ditions it should not be surpris- 
ing if the group that is unfav- 
orably discriminated against 
doesn’t show up as well as the 





group that apportions the ma- 
jor benefits to itself’.

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Plan To Sell Stock 
In Israel Firms To 
Bondholders Fought 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — The 
plan of Levi Eshkol, Israel’s 
niinister of finance, to sell shares 
in Israel industry to holders of 
Israel Bonds has met a snag, 
which only the Knesset, called 
into special session, will be able 
to smooth out. 

ESHKOL and the Mapai party 
of David Ben-Gurion, have_ taken 
the position that selling shares 
in Israel industry for Israel 
Bonds will siphon off a large 
proportion of the Bonds which 
Israel must begin to redeem in 
a few years. At the same tife, 
the plan will open the way to 
future large share investmenrs 
in Israel by Jewish capital from 
the diaspora.* 

The Eshkol plan had gone so 
far as to have reached an agree- 
ment with a group of American 
holders of a large amount of Is- 
rael Bonds. They would pur- 
chase $2 million worth of de- 
bentures in fertilizers and chem- 
icals, one of Israel’s_ largest 
firms with their Israel Bonds. 

THE DEBENTURES would 
pay 8 per cent interest, and in 
two years, the group could pur- 
chase the Israel government’s 
entire $10 million holdings of 
ordinary and preferred stock in 
fertilizers ang chemicals if they 
decided to exercise their option. 

Opposing this program is Mor- 


dechai Bentov, minister of de- 
velopment, and Mapam leader, 
who would limit such invest- 


ment to less than 50 per cent 51 
the outstanding stock in order 
to retain control of the com- 
panies in Israel.

JWB armed services volunteers.

Prinz Wants Confab On Assimilation 


NEW YORK (WNS)—A ccn- 
tinuing process of assimilation 
and disintegration threatens the 
future existence of the Jewish 
people, American Jewish Con- 
gress president Dr. Joachim 
Prinz cautioned here this week 
at 2 meeting of the organiza- 
tion’s national executive com- 
mittee. 

Dr. Prinz issued a call for a 
“national conference on Jewish 
survival” whose aim, he said, 
would be focusing major atten- 





-tion on the “creeping process of 


assimilation and disintegration 
that endangers the future exis- 
tence of the Jewish people.” 





ISRAEL NEWS IN MOSCOW 

Residents of Moscow who 
seemed to know a great deal 
about Israel last month told a 
visiting Israeli that they got 
their knowledge from Jewish 
Agency publications regularly 
received by Moscow’s main li 
brary.

3) An abundance of backfield 
speed. 

“IT’S NOT MUCH of a secret 
that we’re building our offense 
around Long and _ Bouchard,” 
said Friedman. “Long is‘ our 
key man. We’ll use him a lot as 
a decoy. Last year they double- 
and triple-teamed him and still 
he was highly effective. We've 
built some pretty interestinz 
plays around Long.” 

Long is a good-looking 20- 
year-old from Marlboro, Mass. 
He stands six feet, weighs 180 
pounds and is as highly regarde4 
by opponents as he is by his 
own coaches. 

“LONG,” says end coach Herb 
Kopf, “is the greatest two-way 
end I’ve ever coached.” 





Kopf’s opinions carry weight.

PINE PLAINS, N. Y. (NJP) 
—Dr. Alexander Mukdoni-Kap- 
pel, 82, one of the leading Yid- 
dish critics and a member of 
the staff of the Day-Jewish Jour- 
nal for 36 years, died here this 
week after a long illness. 


He contributed an article on 
“The Modern Yiddish Theater” 
in the Yiddish Encyclopedia and 
was the author of several works 
on the Yiddish theater. He wrote 
under the name of Dr. Alexander 
Mukdoni. He joined the staff of 
the Morning Journal almost 40 
years ago and continued as critic 
after the merger of that paper 
with the Day-Jewish Journal.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: My family has an unusual] name 

which apparently is not at all common in Poland. It is 
Synaderka and sometimes spelled with an initial C. Could you 
give me some information as to its derivation?—MRS. HELEN 
S. SUPER, London, N. W. 5, England. 


CYNADERKA is a Jewish family name of exceeding 

quaintness. It is of gastronomical origin and refers 
to a dish concocted out of the edible innards of fish and 
kidneys. The dish is known in Polish as cynader and the 
establishment which specialized in it was a cynaderka. 


Evidently your ancestors wére engaged in the business of 
purveying this delicacy and took their name from it in 
1796. The term itself is nearly obsolete in Polish.

FIGATNER—more correctly Figatny—is a Polish term 

meaning “frail, brittle, insignificant.” It is a borrowed 
term from the Italian fegattello, which means “poultry 
liver” with the connotation of a something of minor value. 
It also means the filling used in Polish cuisine. In your 
case it may originally have been a nickname, applied to 
a child or an endearing term with reference to an adult. 
The name is uncommon and has been archaic for a century.

ter, he warned against destruc- 
tion of the self-respect, self-reii- 
ance, and integrity of the son- 
in-laws by subsidizing their ex-

Children have the cruelest way 
of retaliating for parents who 
fail in their duties and respon- 
sibilities to their offspring. The 
Mt. Vernon, N. Y., rabbi told of 
cases of intermarriage and in- 
terracial marriage where the 
mixed weddings were motivated 
inherently by hatred of a parent 
and a long pent-up desire to 
“get even.” 


A SYNTHESIS between the 
traditional concept of the Jew- 
ish family and the modern de- 
mands of the rights of the in- 
dividual was urged by Rabbi 
Blumenthal. 

The past president of the Con- 
servative Rabbinical Assembly of 
America called upon parents to 
give “over-reaching importance 
to... training their children 
for full participation in mature 
living.

times with the modern emanci- 
pation of women, and the frag- 
mentation of family life, Rabbi 
Blumenthal spoke of the dan- 
gers of the old-time father-dic- 
tatorships. 


THE DOMINANT parent sub- 
merged the needs of the indiv- 
idual to his own needs to be 
boss. He forced his son to en- 
ter his business, or otherwise 
imposed his ambitions and frus- 
trations upon his offspring. 

Either, the parents insisted 
that his sons get the higher ed- 
ucation the father missed, or he 
spoiled his children with luxur- 
ies and soft jobs to compensate 
for the hard life father hag as 
a youth. 

RABBI BLUMENTHAI, touch- 
ed off spirited discussions on 
problems of relationships be- 
tween: married children and par- 
ents, whether married children 
should move far away from in- 
terfering parents and_ in-laws. 
On the controversial question of 
birth control, which has divided 
religious groups in New York 
City, Rabbi Blumenthal pointed 
out that Judaism itself offers 
varying points of view. He fav- 
ored planned parenthood.

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TROUTDALE, Colo.—The Jew- 
ish community’s appointment of 
wealthy businessmen to leader- 
ship of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, synagogues, Jewish cen- 
ters, Jewish hospitals and other 
organizations and _ institutions 
was deplored here by Rabbi 
Aaron Blumenthal in a series of 
talks to the annual B'nai B’rith 
institute. 

THE MT. VERNON, N. Y., 
rabbi asserted that so dominant 
is the business leadership that 
the most common expression in 
synagogue board meetings is: 
“Let’s put it on a_ business 
basis.” 

He said that there had been a 
change in the Jewish attitude 
from once’ rendering the highest 
respect to the scholar to the 
modern canonization of the busi- 
nessmen, both by Jewish and 
non-Jewish American society. 

SPEAKING on the general 
subject of ethics in business and 
community life, Rabbi Blumen- 
thal stated that businessmen of 
all religious faiths tend to deny 
the existence of ethics. 

The dilemma of the business- 
men is that he too often rejects 
religious ethics for his commer- 
cial operations and yet dons his 
Saturday or Sunday go-to-meet- 
ing clothes and becomes a pillar 
of his synagogue or church. 


YET, RELIGION has always 
tried to contro] business, said 
Rabbi Blumenthal, citing biblical 
laws against interest, limitation 
of profits and unfair competition, 
regulations of terms of employ- 
ment, and codes dealing with 
business relationships. 

“The revolt against religion,” 
declared the former Army chap- 
lain, “is not only intellectual and 
scientific but a businessman’s 
revolt against restrictions upon 
his freedom.” 


“AMERICAN over - emphasis 
upon financial success,” the in- 
stitute lecturer stressed, “can be 
the undoing of America.” 

He reminded the Troutdale 
gathering that a common Holly- 
wood -symbol is the industria] 
tycoon who has failed as a 
father, and cries out on the day 
of the downfall of a wayward 
son: “Didn’t I give my wife and 
kids everything?” 

OUR WHOLE sense of values 
is distorted by worship of the 
dollar, he warned, referring co 
the measure of even profession- 
al men by their “income. 

Turning to community rela- 
tions, Rabbi Blumenthal urged 
his listeners to create a climate

of ethical conduct in o1ganiza- 
tional ang community life to ef- 
fect a transformation of the 
Jewish community. 

WHILE BUSINESSMEN may 
not be able to change the nature 
of their operations to conform 
to ethics, it is within the power 
of congregational and organiza- 
tional members and contributors 
and leaders to insist upon meet- 
ing the test of ethics in every 
community activity. 

He recommended that the 
“doer” as well as the giver be 
honored. He named the cantor, 
shamus, teacher, Scout leader 
and other humble servants of 
the community as deserving of 
recognition. 

“YOU HAVE the right,” the 
rabbi asserted, “to demand of 
your community leaders and 
rabbis and teachers that their 
conduct be beyond reproach.” At 
the same time, he demanded that 
the Jewish community “recap- 
ture the reverenge for the scho- 
lar and student.” 

Synagogues should never call 
a Jaw breaker up to the Tora or 
to lead a_ service, the rabbi 
stated. 


HE SAID the wealthy and the 
well-to-do should not wait until 
they are solicited for charity 
drives. They should give will- 
ingly and voluntarily. They 
should make life easier for the 
volunteer workers; not eat their 
hearts out. 

Hypocrisy in community or or- 
ganizational policies should never 
be tolerated, he insisted, deplor- 
ing the alienation of many in- 
tellectuals by the glorification of 
the rich, the absente of democ- 
racy, and unsavory practices in 
organizational work. 

THE NON-GIVER can _ be 
brought into line, he suggested, 
if a community atmosphere is 
createg in which ostracization is

Any New Year editorial or message is refated some- 
what to the Town Crier’s well-known call, “Midnight, 
and all’s well.” 

SUCH MIGHT be the theme of the New Year mes- 
sage for this year. 

Of course, not all is well. But from the standpoint 
of the man on watch, the message means that there is 
no disturbance at the time. 

THE ISRAEL Jewish community, surrounded as it 
is by sworn enemies, has more problems than ought to 
be borne by any one nation. But she is still a glorious 
example of a nation pulling herself up almost by her 
bootstraps. 

The American Jewish community also is not torn 
apart by any internal fights, other than the few normal 
ever-present ones. And even in South America there are 
no signs as yet of the damage done by the many visiting 
delegations from the U. S. 

THE EUROPEAN Jewish community, if you except 
the iron curtain countries, can report relative progress 
and steady achievement in their rebuilding since World 
War II. 

It is only when one considers the millions of Jews 
caught in the Communist trap that the picture becomes 
a sorry one. 

IF THERE IS any new development in this connec- 
tion, it is in the renewed activity of Jewish groups through- 
out the world who have begun to proclaim against both 
the open anti-Semitism and the more damaging insidious 
kind which saps Jewish morale in Russia. In this connec- 
tion, there is the danger to world Jewry that it will fall 
into the error of thinking that the outcry of world Jewry 
is indeed a response to some hope thrown out by the dic- 
tators of the Russian world. 

BUT WHILE there is life there is hope, and the fact 
that today there are more than 30,000 Polish Jews in 
Israel, most of whom a year ago were held as slaves in 
the USSR, is the kind of miracle Jewish life seems to 
have to depend on these days. 

In North Africa, the position of the Jews is a touch 
and go problem, with exodus to Israel pretty well stopped 
for the moment but with anti-Semitism at a low ebb. 

SO THE CALL, “New Year 5719, and All Is Well,” 
is the town crier’s message at this time.

AH, YOUTH! 


The trouble with youth is that it is youth. 

THE LUGUBRIOUS predictions (NJP, Sept. 5) of 
19-year-old Yale Rosenberg—the extinction of the U. S. 
Jewish community in 50 years—reflects youth’s outlook 
on any problem. 

Youth is a perfectionist. Youth sees only black or 
white—no gray. Youth is ruthless in its espousal of any 
conviction—it does not temper its views with realistic 
considerations and it will’ brook no interference from a 
time standpoint. The situation must be corrected immedi- 
ately. 
‘BUT WE’RE fortunate that there is such a thing 
as youth. 

Otherwise we oldsters might forget that there is some- 
thing that we used to call idealism. 

What we need is not less Yale Rosenbergs with their 
one-sided expressions, but more Yale Rosenbergs who, 
right or wrong, think seriously of Jewish needs and values. 

And we have a suspicion that Jewish youth of today 
is more alert about Jewish. problems and as much con- 
cerned with working out a solution to them as Jewish 
youth of a previous generation was with remaking the 


entire world. 


PITY THE STRAUS-SELDENS 


PITY THE Percy Straus Jr. family, even though their 
name is now Selden (NJP, Aug. 22). 

Scion of the famous Straus family, the Percy Strauses 
have decided that the disabilities of a Jewish name do not 
outweigh the advantages of the name Straus, even though 
this is one of the great Jewish families in American history. 

IN WHAT HE did Percy Straus Jr. showed consid- 
erable courage. His family is no longer Jewish, and it 
must have been of continual embarrassment to them 
to have to answer the question a Jew always puts to a 
stranger he meets whom he suspects is Jewish. This meant 
from Mr. Straus explaining that his wife was not Jewish, 
that he had no association with the Jewish community, 
and that his children were not being reared as Jews. 

Everyone would feel unpleasant, most of all the per- 
son who put the inevitable question to Mr. Straus. 

AS JEWS WE must remember that it is too much 
to expect that no members will defect. The important thing 
to remember is that because what a Mr. Straus does still 
makes news, it is the odd happening, not by any means 
the general trend. 
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OUR FRIEND Sam Margoshes, who writes 
the front-page column for The Day-Jewish 
Journal, makes an impassioned plea for Amer- 
icans to purchase Israel products in his piece 
for Sunday, Aug. 31. 

He uses as a take off for this appeal, the 
statement of Kadish Looz, Israel’s minister 
of agriculture, that Israel hoped soon to be 
exporting an increased amount and variety 
of agricultural products. 

SAM LOSES himself in what the Israelis 
call Zionut, the word of derogation for some 
one who substitutes pretty words for action. 

The POST and OPINION has had a little 
experience with attempting to stimulate the 
sale of Israeli products in the American mark- 
et, and what we learned is that Israel’s sales 
and manufacturing methods are on the crud- 
est levels, and cannot possibly hope to suc- 
ceed unless revised radically. 

DOES ANYONE believe that the 8,000,000 
cases of Israeli citrus products are sold be- 
cause someone makes a speech to Jews to 
buy them? Of course not. 

It is hard business and the ability to com- 
pete and nothing else that will make Israeli 
products saleable throughout the world. All 
the appeals and fiery orations won’t sell the 
first pair of shoes to the president of the 
Zionist organization, whichever one you want 
to name. 

THE SHOE must be of good quality, it 
must have style appeal, and it must be com- 
petitive pricewise. An American Jew will pre- 
fer to give the price of the shoes to the 
United Jewish Appeal or the Jewish National 
Fund rather than suffer to be not in style 
or get a shoddy product or not be content 
with the comfort of his shoes. 

We approached one of the leading Zionists 
of America about the possibility of putting in 
a line of Israeli shoes in his several stores. He 
explained with the kind of business acumen 
that has made him a success why he cannot 
sell Israeli shoes, and obviously there was 
no question about his Zionist loyalties. 

DOES THIS mean that Israeli products 
cannot be sold in the U. S.? It means nothing 
of the sort. It means only that writing col- 
umns won’t do the selling. 

What then will? 

FOR ONE THING there must be quality 
control of some kind set up. We understand 
that many exporting nations which need in- 
come from exports to survive, have long in- 


stituted just such a set-up. Any market can 
be ruined if inferior products are allowed to 
flood it, even though it has been built up 
over the years by cateful cultivation. 

Israel has just such a quality control for 


* her citrus exports. 


THE NEXT step would be the setting up 
of a marketing board in the U.S., which could 
be made up of leading American merchan- 
disers who would provide their knowhow and 
advice to prospective Israeli exporters. Many 
an Israeli manufacturer could sell in the U. §, 


if he had the experience of this kind of a 


board at his call, and many thousands of 
dollars which Israeli exporters have lost might 
have been saved in this way. 

The third and only a minor step would 
be the marshalling of Zionist support for the 
purchase of Israeli products, not to provide 
the market for these products so much as to 
get them introduced onto the shelves. For 
if the products aren’t good enough to com- 
pete, whether they are on the shelves or not, 
they won’t stay there long because there will 
be no repeat orders. 

We talked to Nahum Goldmann about a 
program like this, and his answer may have 
been the pat way yau get rid of people or 
not, for he said to present a memorandum 
to him. 

Sam Margoshes is right when he says 
that Israel’s salvation from the economic stand- 
point rests in her ability to sell her products 
throughout the world. We all by now have 
read at least once the odd development that 
everyone expected the Israelis to make good 
economically in view of Jewish trading ex- 
perience, but no one thought she would excel 
in warfare or state-building. 

If there is some Jewish foundation that 
would provide a fund of $100,000, after firs 
making a survey of the prospects for build- 
an American market for Israeli products, we 
think this would be worth millions of dollars 
to Israel. Israel herself might supply this 
small fund, but we’re afraid it would be frit- 
tered away through the many channels that 
eat up money in any governmental operation, 

We don’t mean to be harsh with Sam, 
and if he wants to get even, he can go through 
back issues of The POST and OPINION and 
quote us time after time again talking about 
Israel exports and making the same kind of 
unrealistic suggestions he has made.

Moral Anarchy

In this third and last discourse which 
Moses delivers to the people before he takes 
final leave of them, he firmly anchors Juda- 
ism in the free will and moral responsibility 
of the individual. He warns the Israelite that 
he cannot ride on the coat-tails of the tribe; 
that he cannot be a moral 
hitch - hiker, saying in his 
heart: “I shall have peace 
though I walk in the stub- 
bornness of my heart—that 
the watered be swept away 
with the dry ... The Lord 
shall separate him unto evil 
out of all the tribes of Is- 
rael.” 

Nor can the individual find 

Weinstein refuge in the plea that the 
law is too far off—in the skies of across the 
sea. Nay, “the word is very nigh unto thee, 
in thy mouth and in thy heart that thou 
mayest do it.” 

THIS MORAL attitude is in vivid contrast 
to that of the professor of psychology at a 
Western university who has recently pub- 


lished a textbook, Psychology and Life,” in - 


which he offers this definition of morality: 
“Morality is the quality of behaving in the 
way that society approves . . . When a per- 
son obeys the rules and laws of his society 
we say that he is moral or good.” 

The learned professor prides himself on 
his scientific rigor and realism. He defines 
his position as “cultural relativism.” 

The professor’s psychology is evidently 
one-dimensional. He seems not to have read 
history, or having read it, heeded it. For 
surely he would recall that there were so- 
cieties which approved of human sacrifice, of 
exposing children to death, or doing away with 
the aged and the crippled, of enslaving a 
fellow human being. 


THE PROFESSOR would call this behav- 
for moral and good because “society,” oF 
rather those who established and enforced 
its standards approved of this behavior. 

The professor, it seems, is totally blind 
to the moral anarchy and brutality which took 
place in Nazi Germany when Hitler imposed 
upon his society the approval of mass ex- 
termination of racial, religious and political 
deviants, 

The scientists who took this kind of rela- 
tivistic attitude before World War II have 
for the most part humbly confessed theif 
error and have, in the face of the atomi¢ 
threat, joined their voices in a plea for thé 
moral redemption of mankind, for loyalty 
to an ethic beyond the fluctuations of na 
tional power politics. 

HOW REFRESHINGLY mature, how 
much more humane is the passionate exhorta 
tion of the law-giver: 

“I call heaven and earth to witness against 
you this day, that I have set before thee life 
and death, the blessing and the curse; there 
fore choose life, that thou mayest live, thot 
and thy seed; to love the Lord thy God, # 
hearken to His voice and to cleave unto Him} 
for that is thy life and the length of thy days.”

As one who spent six weeks 
in Israel recently, from Metulla 
in the north to Eilat in the south, 
speaking with people in all walks 
of life, I got an altogether dif- 
ferent picture: 

ISRAEL HAS many problems, 
political, economic, social and re- 
ligious, because of the influx 
of immigrants from all over the’ 
world, who brought their own 
way of life with them. All the 
noise and fuss which we gather 
from the newspapers is created 
by a small minority of immi- 
grants, who came already assim- 
flated from behind the various 
fron curtain countries.

In 
the city of Tev Aviv a census 
was taken, and 89 per cent of 
the population favored the diet- 
ary laws. In Jerusalem the per- 
centage would be even higher. 

EVERY synagogue has a num- 
ber of rabbis who are engaged 
in business or the professions. 
In Israel the rabbinate follows 
the historic laws of the Talmud, 
and that is, that a rabbi in Israel 
must be a Jewish scholar, and 
his life must show a devotion 
to the faith of Israel. The rabbi 
in Israel is not a glorified clergy- 
man who stands on a raised plat- 
form, looks pretty, and engages 
in oratory. Instead, he serves a 
head of a school, in the religious 
courts as a dayan, or as a chap- 
lain in the army. 

Israel’s religious problems will 
not be solved by introducing the 
Sunday school, mixed choirs, or 
the prayer-book from which all 
references to Zion have been de- 





leted. Reform and Conservative | 
Judaism will only contribute con- 
fusion, and add to the problems 
which already exist. 

LET ANY rabbi qualify by ex-| 
amination, and he will be ac- 
cepted with open arms, Or, if 
one wants to establish a kibbutz 
of Reform Jews to pray in Eng- 
lish, orto pray on Sundays, there 
will probably be no objections. 

The field is wide open to ail 
American Jews, including rabbis, 
to serve as teachers, social work- 
ers, and in other capacities. Any 
rabbi who walks into a syna- 
gogue in Jerusalem or any other 
city in Israel open-eyed can see 
these houses of worship, crowd- 
ed with worshippers, young and 
old, who study daily before or 
after work, and do not need the | 
American type of Judaism.
